We learn some further particulars from the 
Ceylon Obscrvor of the accident to tho German 
ateamer Hohensiaufn, which waa towed-intu 
Colomba_on the 7th Fobruary by the Bve- 
diana. It appears that the Hohenstaufen loft 
Colombo for Australia on the 29th January, and 
when four days out ber 1 shaft broke in the 
middle“of one .of the sections. “The steamer's 
head was turned towards Ceylon, and sho pro- 
ceeded back under suil. In “this way, sbo made 
very little progress, and for five days she was 
almost at a glandstill. Dering this timo the 
vessel was surrounded by sharks, at one time 
there being ro less than twenty-four of them 
round the boat. The ineers then managed 
to aplies the shaft but after going 800 miles ‘an- 
otber breakdown ocenrted. The shaft - was 

gain repnired,and prosoeded to within forty-five 
milesfrom Galle, when thevessel again brokadown. 
Here, however, she rassighted by the Loodiana; 
which vessol agread to tow her to Colombo.
